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Upon review of the Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance, it appears that 
the Examiners' statement does not describe claim 4 properly. Claim 4 recites a lubricant 
composition comprising at least one compound represented by formula (3). Although the 
formula can include N-substituted triazine compounds, it is not limited to N-substituted 
compounds, as is evident from the definitions of the "X" groups. It is noted that formula (3) is 
also recited in independent claims 7-9.
